MEETING S NEW YORK. 

On the niglit of May 12tli there was 
held in New York cify a crowded 
inncting of tlio.se desirous of participat- 
ing in an exjwession of the sentiments 
of li'ishr Americans concerning the Dub- 
lin assassinations. Anticipating trouble 
from the O'Donovan Rossa faction, 
one hundred policemen wore distribut- 
ed throughout the hall and Land 
Leaguers placed so that they could as- 
sist the officers, Itossa sat in the cen- 
tre of the hall, with several policemen 
near him- Mrs. Parnell appeared on 
the platform, and received an ovation. 
The mayor presided, and in the long 
list of Vice-Presidents were the names 
of prominent) Land Leaguers, politi- 
cians, members of the judiciary, and 
leading Irish Americans. During the 
Mayor's opening address, in which he 
said they had assembled to express 
public abhorrence of tho crime and 
condemn the men who conceived it, a 
voice cried:— -"Three cheers for their 
killing." Resolutions were presented 
declaring that the assassinations of the 
Chief Secretary and Under-Secretary 
for Ireland were crimes calling for the 
strongest condemnation of all friends 
of Ireland, and that the Land League 
of New York united with the people 
of Ireland in indignant repudiation of 
any complicity in so blade a deed, and 
proclaim the conviction that such out- 
rages tend to injure the projects of the 
Irish Land League, retard the adoption 
of necessary amendments to the Land 
Act, and damage the cause of Irish 
nationality. The abandonment of the 
government's conciliatory policy was also 
condemned. Richard O'Gorman spoke 
and was frequently interrupted by cries 
(if "Three cheers fur assassins," "Dyna- 
mite," etc. Q 'Go Umax repudiates the 
idea that deadly weapons were wielded by 
Irish hands. "Ireland," he said, "could 
not meet England in conflict and the way 
to success was through Parnell and his as- 
sociates. America does not want war 
with England, though the American peo- 
ple know that justice has not been dune 
Ireland, and they want the Irish to suc- 
ceed." Major blotiOAN arose from the 
audience saying he was surprised no one 
seconded the resolutions, lie would do 
so, first offering amendments. The May- 
or tried (o stop htm, and invited him to 
the platform, oil ascending which he was 
entered by the Rossa faction, who mis- 
took him for one of their number. When 
he »ot on the platform tho Mayor intro- 
duced Dr. Wallace and confusion ensued, 
the disturbing faction calling for Horgan. 
Dr. Wallaco succeeded in obtaining a 
hearing, and said it was their duty to 
stand by Darnell and his associates, and 
strengthen the light, which was only he- 
ginning. James Redpath said he was an 
American, and the man who denounced 
tho Russian Nihilist was not an Ameri- 
can. He cried, "God bless dynamite in 
Russia." In Ireland, however, assassi- 
nations were a fatal blow to liberty. He 
denounced GLADSTONE, FoilSTEK, and 
Rurkk, and said Gladstone was a lifth- 
rato man, not to be compared to Blaine, 
Conklino, or even John Kelly. When- 
ever the speaker spoke of force toward 
England the Rossa faction shouted incen- 
diary threats. Mrs. Paunell said she 
didn't mind assassination, provided she 
was assassinated, and it helped Ireland. 
She knew that her son was under the im- 
pression that he would be murdered, and 
for that reason did not leave Paris the 
day he thought he would. If there was 
a plot to assassinate him, she did not sup- 
pose Irishmen would do it. Tho land- 
lords were responsible for tho late crimes. 
HoilOAN, amid cries of " Shut up, " 
"Bounce him," and "Go on," proceeded 
to road his resolutions. LIouoa.v turned 
and addressed several strong remarks to 
those on the plat form, and a tumult which 
threatened to be serious ensued. Quiet, 
however, was restored and he read the 
amendment. It set forth that it would 
he more becoming to express sympathy 
with Gladstone's murdered victims of 
evictions than to pander to the wishes of 
tho Lord Norths of to-day. It created a 
commotion. Dr. Wallace indigi.antly de- 
nied that the Land League pandered to 
any such tastes. Veils and cries from ev- 
ery part of tho hall followed. The com- 
mittee accepted the amendment, and il 
with the original resolutions were adopt- 
ed. The meeting adjourned with such 
cries as "Dublin cut Cavendish and will 
cut Forster."

of the country and sending it abroad to 
induce immigration, or in laying out his 
work for the next assizes in place of 
hiring assistance at the eleventh hour. 
Rut, psha"W 1 as well expect to gather 
grapes from thorns as to look for any 
good to flow from a source so turgid as 
that of the attorney general.

Agricultural Notes. 

Agriculture is taught in 27,000 of the 
3-1,000 schorls of Franco, which havi 
gardens attached in which practical i>- 
struction is given. I 

Nearly all of the agricultural work in 
Prussia is done by women, and the us- 
tom is now as it has always been- the 
men are considered far too brave and 
strong to engage in anything less iapor- 
tant than war. 

Florida, which has become need for 
its oranges, is now giving attention to the 
production of cocoanuts. Many planta- 
tions are now stocked, snmo of tiein con- 
taining not less than 10,000. With its 
variety of products and its imiiense min- 
eral wealth, a future of utibumded pros- 
purity seems to wait upon th< South. 

The German empire has s*H about 34,- 
000,000 acres of forest, valied at !?400,- 
000,000. A judicious system of timber 
protection is followed by tie Government, 
which appropriates $500,030 annually for 
planting new forests. Austria-Hungary 
has 43,000,000 acres of timber, and the 
government of that cnuitry also looks 
carefully to the preservaton of this part 
of its resources. 

Those who keep one or more cows, 
whether they are on a fa in or merely on 
a small country place, will find it far 
more profitable to give die surplus milk 
to the fowls .and chicks han to give it to 
tho pigs, as is generallydonu, fur poultry 
meat (as well as egg* is inure valuable 
than pork. In no vviy can the same 
amount be found from the sour and skim 
milk. The poultry a-e very fond of it 
indeed, and it is mt at all injurious, 
though some unjustly ilaini that it pro- 
duces diarrhoea, and prevents, in a 
marked degree, many of the ailments and 
disorders to which poultry are subject, 
under certain favonblo circumstances 
and conditions. 

There is no wisdom in working a thirty- 
acre field year .after year to get five 
bushels of wheat or leu of corn tn the 
acre, when, with the same expense for 
fertilizers, you could raise fifteen bushels 
of wheat or thirty of corn tu the acre. 

In Germany between 100 and 200 
chemists and physiologists are employed 
in not far from 'JO' experimental stations 
and other institutions in studying the 
perplexing problems of farm science. 
In every European country, excepting 
Turkey and Portugal, this work is said to 
be going on. 

Suporphospatc of limejinay he safely 
used in the hill or the drill, and whether 
it should be used in this way or bespread 
broadcast depends upon the quantity to 
be used. If used for corn, one ounce or 
a tablespoonful to a lull would amount to 
300 pounds per acre; hut. if 1,000 pounds 
per acre should be used it would be better 
to use it half in the hill am! half sowed 
over tho surface after planting. 

Fine barnyard manure is the best top- 
dressing for a meadow. If that cannot 
be procured, '.'5'.) pounds per acre mixed 
fertilizer, consisting of 50 pounds muriate 
of potash, 100 pounds superphosphate of 
linio, 50 poupda guano, and 50 pounds 
plaster would be useful. If these are not 
within reach, 100 pounds of plaster, 200 
pounds of salt, and 10 bushels of wood 
ashes per aero may be used. To refresh 
poor spots harrow them, and put in some 
fresh seed before the manure is put on. 

G round raw limestone as a fertilizer is 
a gross humbug. It is not a fertilizer 
any more than common sand is. It is in- 
soluble carbonate of lime, and is the most 
abundant constituent of soils next to silica 
and aluminia. It contains t5 per cent, 
of carbonic acid, not carbon, and this 
carbonic acid can only b'o separated from 
it by long-continued heat, as w|)eu lime, 
stone is burned into liino in a kiln. If 
the carbonic acid could easily be separat 
cd from it, it would be useless, because 
the rainwater and the soil and the air con- 
tain more than plants can possibly use of 
it. The statement that air slacked lime 
has taken back carbonic acid from the 
air is false; farmers slack the linie to re- 
duce it to powder, that is all. 

The best crops for use to be ploughed 
under for manure are those which produce 
the richest fertilizing material. Clover is 
considered the best of these crops, but as 
a heavy crop of plover can only be grown 
upon good soil, this plant cannot be used 
as a means of restoring a pour soil, and 
only for preserving a good soil in its good 
soil in ita good condition. A naturally 
good soil in good condition can easily be 
kept improving in fertility by ploughing 
in the aftermath of tho clover, after a 
good dressing of plaster has been given 
in the spring, either for wheat or for corn, 
but it would be advisable in case whore 
manure cannot, easily be drawn to the 
fields to put on a liberal dressing of sup 
erphosphate of lime with tho grain crop. 

Loon Poltzor's Oonfossion, 

Leon Peltzor, alias Henry V.iughan, 
who lias fof some weeks been in custody 
at Brussels on suspicion uf being the ohiel 
actor in tho mysterious murder of M. 
Bornays, has at length, says the London 
Teleyrui>h, made full confession of his 
crime. Bornays, it will be remembered, 
having left his homo at Antwerp one 
morning for Brussels on business, vanish- 
ed inexplicably from human ken until, 
nearly a fortnight later, his corpse was 
discovered in an uninhabited house, sit 
uate in a quiet street of the Belgian eupi 
tal, reclining in an armchair behind a ta- 
ble covered with maps and prospectuses. 
Peltzor states that, having shot M. Bor 
nays dead, he tied from Brussels to Ant- 
werp, where he broke into his victim's 
house by night, stole all tho valuables he 
could lay hands on and restored the legal 
documents which Bornays had brought 
with him on his death journey to their 
place in the deceased's desk. Ho also 
purloined a suit of the murdered lawyer's 
clothes, which— having ascertained by te 
legraph from his brother and accomplice 
that the murder had not been discovered 
- lie conveyed to Brussels. There he re- 
entered the house in which the corpse wan 
}yii]g, and proceeded to substitute the 
stolen garments for the bloodshed raiment 
worn by Beruays at the time of his assas- 
sination. Jn order to do this, the body 
having stiffened during the interim, Polt- 
zer "found himself compelled" to break 
both its anus. Having thus effected a 
change of clothing he finally adjusted the 
corpse jn tho position it occupied when 
the Brussels police discovered it, apd 
quitted tl)o house, leaving tlie gas burn- 
ing in tho chamber of deal)). By thjs 
ghastly confession tjio "jlerpays Myste- 
ry," which at one time threatened to baf- 
fle solution, has been finally cleared up.
